CINCINNATI, 0. Sept. 29.— 
Rain-soaked and dishevelled, with 


his clothes bearing the mari of 
60 hours out of doors, Vinton Perin, 
50 years old, surrendered himeeif 
‘today to answer for the slaying of 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Frances D. 
Rawson, 77 years old, and for the 
shooting of his sister-in-law, Miss 


Nina Rawson. 

Alternately sobbing, jesting an1 
‘pacing the floor in detective head- 
quarters, Perin told Chief of De- 


tectives Kirgan that, after fleeing 
from the Rawson household last 
Friday night, he walked many 
miles. When he reached Walton, 
Ky., 35 miles from Cincinnati, he 
turned back. 

Phones for Police. 

At seven o'clock this morning, 
Safety Director Tudor received a 
‘telephone call from Perin. Peri. ' 
said that if Tudor would come out 
‘he would surrender himself at the 
corner of Kemper Lane and Mc- 
Millan avenue, Walnut Hills. 

Tudor communicated: at once 
with Kirgan. Kirgan reached the 
scené at the same time as the 
Safety Director. Perin stood on 
the corner and, after he had talked 
a moment to Tudor, said he want- 
ed to surrender. 

Perin told a story of 20 years of 


alleged persecution by his mother- 


ing her at the Rawson house last 
Friday night. She opposed his, 
marriage to her daughter, Deborah, 
he said, and, since the wedding, did 
everything she could to eliminate 
| him. 

Perin readily admitted the shoot- 
| ing, but showed an aversion to talk | 
of the actual killing itself, confin- | 
|ing his first explanations to what 
led up to the shooting, and wha. 
came after it. 

“Our argument which preceded 
the shooting was about Nina Raw- 
son’s building an apartment house 
‘and turning it over to my wife to 
operate and take in.university mén 
as boarders,”’ Perin said. “I ob- 
jected to this, saying it would de- 

mean my wife, whoee standing was 
above such work. Then they 
jumped all over me, and it 
started. 
Carried Poison Tablets. 

A search of Perin’s pockets re- 
vealed that he had four poison tab- 
‘lets and $2.87. 

“Afetr the shooting {t was ter- 
rible. I couldn't think. I was 
trying to get my mind together. I 
could have committed suicide if I 
wanted to.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—aAll 
world is talking about a conference 
to reduce land and air armaments. 
Is this conference to be summoned 
by the United States, as President 
Coolidge has announced, by the 
League of Nations, or by Britain, 
France, Italy and Japan? 

Beneath the surface of the deep 
waters of diplomacy in Europe 
there is a movement afoot to rele- 
gate the United States to a second- 
ary position in the yet unborn 
arms parleys of the nations. 

The New York World and the 
Post-Dispatch have obtained a se- 
cret memorandum circulated to a 
few leading representatives now in 
Geneva, which states with frank- 
ness—since the document was 
never intended to reach American 
eyes—the reasons why the United 
States should not be permitted to 
take the initiative, as desired by 
Mr. Coolidge. The full text of this 
memorandum is printed below. Its 
writer argues even against a sup- 
plementary naval conference un- 
der American auspices. 

It is argued in the memorandum 
that Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan should summon a dis- 
armament conference under Article 
XXI of the League Covenant, 
“which of necessity would be pri- 
marily a European affair.”’ 

At a “reconstruction conference 
dealing with disarmament and 
connected questions,” it is sug- 
gested that the United States 
might “wish to join some of the 
technical committees, but not those 
which dealt with political mat- 
ters.” 


Attitude of Japan. 

There are three main difficul- 
ties. posed in the memorandum 
which, it is implied, make it im- 
possible that the United States 
should be permitted to call an arms 
conference. First, “it is extremely | 
unlikely Japan would consent 
g0 to a disarmament 
summoned by the United States.”

“The third difficulty is that the 
United States is not a member cf 
the league and so, it is thought, 
could not take part in a league 
conference on the subject of dis- 
armament, On the other hand, 
the state members of the league— 
i. e., most of the states of the 
world—have been working four 
years on the question of disarma- 
ment, amassed a great number of 
facts, accumulated much valuable 
experience and committed them- 
selves to the idea that there can 
be no reduction of armaments 
without security. Security is de- 
fined as fundamentally a matter 
of ‘moral disarmament,’ to obtain 
which the settlement of repara- 
tions and debts is specifically men- 
tioned in an assembly resolution. 

“A further measure for obtain- 
ing security is the draft treaty or 
treaties of mutual assistance, to 
which states members of the 
league are likewise pledged in 
principle by the very fact of 
league: membership, quite apart 
from the work done on this sub- 
ject in the last three years. Alto- 
gether, it is difficult to see how 
any general disarmament confer- 
ence can produce résults unless it 
be based on the work already done 
in this field and makes full use of 
the experience and machinery of 
the league. 

“Moreover, the present French 
and British Governments, which 
are piedged to use the league and 
strengthen its authority In every 
way. will find considerable ditfi- 
culty in consenting to a non-league 
conference unless they are able to 
convince public opinion the league 
method was not applicable. 

“Fortunately, these difficulties 
are not insuperable, though it 
would be foolish to overlook them. 
Taking the last first, it should be 
noted that the league constitution 
provides a method for holding 
conferences of a kind half way be- 
tween non-league conference— 
such as Genoa or Washington— 
and a full league conference—such 
as the assembly or council. 

“Under Article XXI of the cov 
enant (relating to regional agree- 
ménts), as interpreted by the sec- 
ond assembly, a state member of 
the league can summon a confer- 
ence on its own initiative, inviting 
to it only some state members of 
the league, as well as states non- 
members, but using league machin- 
ery. such as the secretariat and 
technical organizations, for prepar- 
ing the conference, doing ail its 
secretarial work and carrying out 
its decisions.

Follette as an enemy of California. 
A member of Congress has looked 
back into the record and found that 
Senator La Follette voted against 
every one of the tariff schedules 
in which California was interested. 
That makes the battle against La 
Follette very concrete. For even 
the redoubtable Hiram Johnson, in 
his most progressive hours, never 
dared to turn down California on 
certain of her native products and 
industries. 

Strong Support for La Follette. 

La Follette, of course, is not 
without some strong and influen- 
tial supporters. The Hearst papers 


are favoring him above all other 
candidates. Rudolph Spreckels of 
San Francisco is helping to finance 
the La Follette campaign. Some 
of the newspapers that were clos- 
est to Hiram Johnson are shouting 
for La Follette. He is running on 
the Socialist ticket, so organized 
labor is making a good deal of 
noise about its advocacy of the o} 
man from Wisconsin. 

But taken altogether, the vote 
of California will be a conservative 
majority and President Cooll@ge 
will get it just as John W. Davis 
would get it if he were running fo1 
re-election. The outstanding char- 
acteristic of the electorate is that 
there is no cry for change.
